CHANCES OF A NEW PARTY. 


COALITION.AND ITS 
FUTURE. , 


The Times parliamentary cor 
respondent writes>—-The Lord 
Chancellor's call for the form- 
ation ofa new National Party was 
the only topic of conversation in 
political. circles on January 12, 
It was clear to everybody that a 
detisive’stage had been reached 
in the chequered career of the 
Coalition. 

The interview which the Lord 
Chancellor gare to the Weekly 
Dispatch was canvassed from 
many points of view. But what 
the ordinary politician chiefly 
wanted to know was what was to 
be the programme of the new 
party and-who were to be its 
leaders. It was clear that a 
mere conversion of the Voalition 
into a National Partr would 
satisfy nobody. “ Why leap out af 
the frying-pan into the fire,” as|: 
one member ” asked. It was] 
equally certain that no satisfac-|! 
tion would be given by a party! 
which had no raison d'itre be- 
yord that of fighting the Labour]: 
Party, Not that there was not aj! 
very strong desire that the ad- 
vance of Labour should be check-|° 
ed straightway, but all experience | i 
suggested that "the only way to]: 


was by the liberal interpretation |: 
of a constructive policy. : 

Suit, it was difficult to see how]: 
the Coalition could stand such a 
shack to “its prestige. as that 
which the Lord Chancellom had 
given it. Here was one of the 
half-dozen men at the head of 
the Government, one of the inner 
ring of Ministers, branding the 
Coalition as invertebrate, and 
throwing it on one side like an 
The question, natural- 
ly arose—“Is this the collective 
view of the Cabinet or merely 

individual opinion of 

a single Minister?" It wasl 
shrewdly. suspected that it was 
something between the two. 
There has certainly been no 
Cabinet decision to scrap the 
Coalition and start afresh with a 
new party. But, even before the 
recent run of big Lab ur-polls at 
the by-elections. certain Minis:ers 
were known to be anxious to ex- 
change the temporary platform of 
the Coalition for a more per- 
manent structure, 

Mr. Bonar Law made the run- 
ning on the Unionist side, and 
Mr. Churchill on the Liberal. 
Mr. Churchill has for months 
been in favour of the formation 
of a Centre Party, and both he} 
and the Lord Chancellor are} 
patrons of the New Members' 
group which did some spade- 
work in thisdirection last session. 
But so far the Prime Minister 
has not committed himself 
publicly to the new orientation, 
and it remains to he seen! 
whetherthe Lord Chancellor has 
got in front of the band... The 
Prime Minister's inclination all 
along has been to seek the reun- 
jon of the Liberal Party and not 
to perpetuate the split unless: the 
pressure of events proved too 
much for him. 

Spen Valley, of course, upset a 
good many calculations. ~The 
Prime Minister had the morti- 
fication of finding his candidate 
at.the bottom of the pollyand the 
advance of Labour was too mark- 
ed for its significance to be lost on 
the mind of 2 political strategist. 
The Prime Minister has steadily 
been backing away from the Left 
te the Left Centre, and a new 
party arising from the ashes of the 
Coalition might be bis only means 
of escape “from a very awkward 
situation. 

After the Lord Chancellor's 
blunt declaration of the ueeless- 
ness of the Coalition to meet pre- 
sent needs, there must be some 
change in the unwieldy strueture 
on which the Government so un- 
easily rests. The old school of 
Unionists arerestless and demand. 
to be placed again .under their 
national ledders. The Coalition 
Liberals are engaged in morbid 
self-introspection; they cannot 
find any, place for themselves in 
the future evolution of politics. 
Many are anxious to disengage|' 
themselves from their present 
entanglements. Ministers are 
too’ happy . a band at 
the moment. They ére obsessed 
by ‘their failures of last session 
and appalled by the taske which 
confront them through their site

By the time the American Senate has finished making reserv- 
ations to the Peace Treaty, there will be precious little of the original 
document left. Whilst the Parliaments-of the Allied nations have, 
in spite of its imperfections, consented to the ratification of the 
Treaty, realising it to be the best settlernent that could be attained 
in view of the many conflicting interests which had to be adjusted*on 
a compromise basis, the American Senute still goes on tinkering 

_ with the pact and apparently sees nothing incongrudus in the Unit- 

» ed States being the only country still officially at war with the: 
Germans. And the most surprising thing of all is that the greater 
part of the haggling is taking place over the League of Nations 
Covenant, which is the frarrework of @ great and ‘noble plan to pre- 
vent, if possible, future « ars, and which, inits main principles, can 
be said to have been inspired by’ Americaherself, We are not say- 
ing, of course, that the League of Nations Covenant is a perfect in- 

- Strument, any more than the Treaty as a whole is, but wé do say 
that if it were to be remodelled in accordance with the desires of 
the American Senate, as distinct from those of the American people, 
it wonld be of practically no avail in effecting what it seeks to da.’

NOTES & COMMENTS. 


AN UNENVIABLE DISTINCTION. 


Perhaps a. good many people 
in Hongkong do not realise that 
the men of the garrison who are 
dus to leave us for Home ina few 
days’ tims will have the distinc- 
tion of being the last men to be 
demobilised from compulsory 
service within the British 
Empire. But it is a fact never- 
theless, These men, mostly 
of the RGA, came to 
the Colony at varying times 
during the war, but some hare 
been with us for just three years. 
When the armistice was signed 
and demobilisation began they 
very naturally expected that they 


would soon be away to regain|. 


their civilian status, but reliefs 
Rave been slow in coming 
out and there was always excuse 
after excuse given for keeping 
them"here. It wes not until 
the War. Office gave very 
definite instructions some short 
time ago that all men had to be 
on their way Home by April lst. 
that the local men were given a 
serious thought. The Military 
Service Act expires on that date 
and, unless a man has volunteer- 
ed, there can be no legal hold on 
him. Tho men from Hongkong 
will not be very far on their 
Journey when the Act expires 
and by the time they arrive in 
England they will be among the 
last, if not positively the last, to 
be dealt with for demobilisation 
under the conscription measure 
necessitated by the war, We in 
Hongkong ought to give them a 
good send off in consequence. 
They will arrive in England at a 
time when the absorption by 
labour of the discharged Army 
men will be at its slowest rate 
ard those who have no 
definite berth to go to 
may find that they have arrived 
very late in the day. Far be it 
from us to discourage, but we 
only mention this fact to bring 
out the othe important point that! 
these men have #iven more of 
their time than most and might 
be prejudiced by it in con- 
sequence. It is upto Hongkong 
to make them feel that their 
service has been appreciated and 
when the definite announcement 
comes to be made as to the 
precise day of departure a good 
many comforting, parcels should 
find their way to the ship to help 
the menspend a pleasan: journey. 
For ourselves we wish them Bor. 
rmyage and express the hope that 
when they arrive in “ Blighty” 
they will find that there is not 
only work for them to do but also 
that they will be able to make 
good the time spent in serving 
the Empire under arms. ‘

‘A prominent feature of the 
week has been the rapid and 
fsuccessivey drops in Exchange, 
which crea‘ed a nervous feeling, 
On Saturday the sterling rate 
rallied a penny, and the opinion 
is held that rates will glide up- 
ward again. The underlying 
reasen for the serious drops is the 
hig ross rate, consequent on the 
working off of the £125,000,000 
Anglo-French debt. Foreign ex- 
change to-day is full of bewilder- 
ing cross-currents. Whils Eng- 
Isnd's exports to America have 
been increasing less rapidly than 
herimports from America, exactly 
the reverse has been happening 
in our trade with other countries. 
Foreign exchange, which has 
moved violently in America's 
favour in transactions. with 
Europe, has moved so heavily 
against her in transactions with 
the East that America exported 
more than $500,000,000 gold last 
year, Out of this economic con- 
fusion and uncertainty of the 
past year, a few reasonably sure 
Possibilities seem to emerge re- 
garding this year. Europe will 
produce more for herself . this 
year, while onthe whole Europe 
willnieedless from outside markets 
than last year, and will be able to 
export more. The.real question 
is how great such changes will be, 
and how rapidly brought about. 
This increasing European produc- 
tion, which had no chance to 
show its actual vapacity in the 
first year after the war, should 
logically restrain the movement 
of depreciation in American ex- 
change rates on Europe. America 
to-day is the creditor nation of the 
world at large, its central money 
market and the final resorvoir 
from which other nations draw 
both the capital they lack and the 
industrial resources they need. 
Largely as a result of the 
tremendous excess of American 
exports over imports, exchange 
rates on the principal markets of 
Europe, as recorded'at New York, 
have fallen to a lower level of 
depreciation than any witnessed 
during actual hostilities. It has 
been possible to purchase the 
British pound sterling for $3.6414, 
compared with gold parity of 
$4.8654, It is confidently  ex- 
pected that this year will 
witness the introduction of a 
stabilising element in foreign ex- 
change. The present seriously 
unbalanced condition of foreign 
moneys is certain to be reliev- 
ed. Problems’ of international 
finance are receiving attention. 
The vastness of the situation ig 
such that established fundamen- 
tals of. finance must be shaken to 
bring about a fairly rapid return 
to normal, : °

The question as to what will 
correct the situation can be 
answered on general principles 
without any attempt to prophesy. 
Foreign exchange cannot come 
back to parity_until the. restora- 
tion of the gold standard in 
Europe corrects the depreciation 
of European currencies and until 
the restoration of approximate 
equilibrium between American 
exports andimports in respect to 
Europe again makes the demand 
for foreign exchange approximate
